Madison, Wie., April 8—President 
James B. Heg, of the state board of 
oontrol, this afternoon decided to ac­ 
cept the vosition of superintendent of 
the state reformatory to be erected 
near 4/eeu Bay. 
He made the deci­ 
sion after a lor g talk with Judge 
Lyons, of the hoard, in its office at the | 
capital. 
His term as a member of th e ’ 
hoard of control will expire April 15, 
and he will at once assame the duties 
of his position, and remove to Green 
Bay about April 27 
Under the plans of the hoard Mr. 
Reg will haze charge cf the reforma­ 
tory from the time tbe first stone is 
laid in the walls until the institution 
is complete. He will ba given consider­ 
able latitude by the hoard to woik 
out his own ideas in the eonstrnetion 
of the buildings. 
The plans are to be 
tam ed over to him, and his advise 
will be sought by the hoard at every 
•tep. 
During the period of construc­ 
tion he will perform the duties of 
superintendent of constr ction. 
It may he interesting to note that 
Mr. Heg's father was commissioner of 
the Blate prison jost before the war, 
and during many years of his life, Mr. 
Hog has been connected with penal 
and reformatory institutions.

The fire started In the Harquik- 
cho theater and, owing to a defect in 
the water system, fifteen streets were 
blotted out. The fire was incendiary 
and rendered 12,000 people homeless. 


Tho President’s Reply to Foreign Diplo­ 
m ats Regarded as Such. 
Washington, April 8—yhe visit to 
the white house yesterday of the di­ 
plomatic representatives of Great Brit­ 
ain. France, Germany, Russia, Austria 
and Italy and the presentation on be­ 
half of their governments of an ap­ 
peal to the bn inanity and moderation 
of tbe Ameriean people, afforded Mr. 
McKinley the opportunity to send 
practically an ult! cd a turn to Spain. 
The closiog paragraph of the presi­ 
dent's reply was as follows: 
“ The government of 
the United 
States appreciates the hum anitarian 
and disinterested character e t the 
communication now made on behalf 
of the powers named, and for its part 
is confident that equal appreciation 
will be shown for its own earnest and 
uuselfish endeavors to fulfill a duty 
fo humanity by ending a situation the 
’ndefinite pr Ion gallon of which haa 
btcome insufferable.'' 
It must be borne In mind that the 
powers did not offer to mediate be­

government and Spain. 
Such an offer would have been an in­ 
sult aud the president would have 
bnen 
compelled 
to treat

such.

Messrs. Rudolph Newman and James 
M. Wilson of the Alaska Commercial 
company are now in Canada to purchase 
goods for the posts of the company. 
Upon being asked for an estimate of tbe 
Klondike country and its richness Mr. 
Wilson replied: 
"From the Klondike the aggregate 
amount of gold that will be brought 
out, it is estimated, is $70,000,000— 
that is, from the streams already locat­ 
ed. However, people who have not been 
there do not seem to understand that all 
this ground is already taken up and 
owned by the miners there or who have 
been there. Consequently a great many 
of the newcomers will be disappointed. 
Doubtless other fields will be discov­ 
ered, bat that is a question for prospect­ 
ors to decida It most be remembered 
that the conn try has been more or less 
prospected for ten years past, and it 
was only last year that gold was disoov 
ered in sensational quantities. 
"The conditions of the trail this 
spring will be very much congested 
with the numbers rushing into the 
country, which are variously estimated 
at from 250,000 to 300,000 people. 
We 
consider this a moderate estimate. The 
present discoveries will not justify such 
an inrush, because we do not believe 
there will be work for tbe numbers. 
There is plenty of territory to prospect, 
but it cannot well be done successfully 
until the low water in the autumn, 
which generally takes place about An 
gust, so that there must be many disap­ 
pointed ones. 
"The Hunker, Dominion and Sulphur I 
creeks as well as the Bear and numerous! 
minor creeks are proving valuable far 
beyond expectations, especially the for­ 
mer three, and I consider that tbe Klon­ 
dike boom is only in its infancy as yet."

S tatistics 
for 
1897 
Show 
Increased 
T onnage and Value. 
Washington, April 8.—From a pre­ 
liminary statement compiled by E. W, 
Parker, statistician 
of 
the 
United 
States geological survey, it is shown 
that the total output of coal in the 
United States in 1897 amounted ap­ 
proximately to 198,250,000 short tons, 
with an aggregate value of $198,100,- 
OOO, a fraction less than $1 per ton. 
Compared with 1896 this shown an 
increase in tonnage of 6,270,000 tons ox 
about 3.3 per cent. The Increase in 
the value of the product was only $1,- \ 
700,000, a little less than .9 per cent. In J 
twenty out of the twenty-nine states 
producing bituminous coal, the average! 
price per ton in 1897 was less than it 
was in 1896, the general average for 
the United States being 83 cents In 
1896 and 81.6 in 1897. 
The decline of 1.4 cents on a total 
product in 1897 of 146,000,000 tons rep­ 
resents a decrease of something over 
$2,000,000 from what would have been 
the value if the price had been tho 
same as it was in 1896.

Self Inflicted, But W hether Intentional 
or Otherwise is Not Known - Rela­ 
tives Believe the Injury W as Acci­ 
dentally Inflicted, and Facts Sustain 
the Theory. 


Joseph Bradley lies hovering be­ 
tween life and death at bis home on 
Highland avenue with a bullet in his 
brain. 
His injury was aelf-infl cted, 
but whether by accident or design may 
never be known. 
The opinion of his 
wife and other relatives, who have the 
best means of knowing the facts, is 
th at the wound was accidentally in­ 
flicted. 
And there is good reason far 
this belief, for Mr. Bradley was never 
more cheerful and self-posses Bed than 
he was a few moments before the 
tragedy occurred. 
Shot Through T he Brain. 
Mr. Bradley is a well known resi­ 
dent, having for years worked upon 
the city street, and he was known as 
an industrious and sober Oran. 
Yes­ 
terday at noon he partook of his din­ 
ner as usual, but told his wife he 
would remain at home during the 
afternoon, as the<e was no need jot his 
going to work. Shortly after his meal 
he went into the parlor, leaving his 
wife to attend to her household duties. 
The report of a pistol shot brought 
Mrs. Bradley into the parlor, and she 
was horrified to find her husband 
lying upon the oarpet with a ghastly 
wound in his head from which the 
t lood and brains oozed slowly. 
Dr. 
E, E. Loomis was hastily summoned, 
and found that the ball had entered 
the head above the top of the ear and 
had passed directly into the brsin. 
Mr. Bradley was unconscious, and the 
doctor declined to probe for the ball, 
as the operation woald only hasten his 
death. 
R ecovery Ie Possible 
Towards evening Mr. Bradley p*r- 
tially 
recovered consciousness. 
He 
was too weak from loss of blood, how 
ever, to give any account of the oc­ 
currence. 
His mind appeared to be 
wandering somewhat. 
He was able 
to walk and speak a little, bat it was 
deemed wise not to question him. 
Dr. Loomis entertains but small 
hopes of Mr. Bradley's recovery. 
As 
yet there are no symptoms of paraly­ 
sis or the clotting of blood upon the 
brain, occurrences that usually follow 
such injuries, 
If these can be warded 
off, a recovery may be l-oked for, al­ 
though he will never recover his full 
vigor under the most favorable cir­ 
cumstances. 


Led a Tranquil Life. 
Mr. Bradley's daughter is the wife 
of Frank Moaes, a well known resi­ 
dent of this city. 
Ti<e injured man 
had a large acquaintance, and is gen­ 
erally looked upon as an excellent cit­ 
izen. 
His domestic relations have a 
ways beeh tranquil, and there are no 
circumstances attending his affairs 
that give color ts the theory that his 
injuries were the result of a suicidal 
intent.

Our R ace w ith th e P lanets. 
The earth is but a mere speck among 
the universe of worlds, racing with 
far swifter, and more ponderous bodies. 
The one who attempts to grasp and 
comprehend the situation without more 
or less effort and study, will soon be­ 
come discouraged and fall by the way­ 
side. 
We should keep the fact in 
mind, “that the constant dripping of 
the water wears 
the 
hardest 
rock 
away,” and in a like manner the con­ 
stant accumulation of little grains of 
truth in our storehouse of knowledge 
adds power to the intellect. The earth 
travels in her orbit over 68,000 miles 
an hour. This may be roughly calcu­ 
lated as follows: The earth is 95,000,- 
000 miles from the sun; then the di­ 
ameter of the earth’s orbit must be 
twice that number, or 190,000,000 miles. 
Then three and one-seventh times that 
number will be near the circumfer­ 
ence of the earth’s orbit, which would 
be the distance the earth travels every 
year, or 597,142,857 miles; which, if 
divided by 365, gives a trifle over 1,636,- 
000 miles for the earth’s daily motion; 
divide this by 24 and we have 68,166 
for her hourly motion; this divided by 
60, gives 1,136 for her motion per min­ 
ute, which divided by 60, gives a small 
fraction less than 19 miles as the mo­ 
tion of the earth every time your watch 
ticks off a second.—Prof. G. W. Cun­ 
ningham.

Indianapolis, 
Ind., 
April 
9. — At 
Thursday’s session of the convention 
of the bimetallists of the Ohio valley 
Tomlinson hall was filled twice to hear 
William J. 
Bryan talk. 
The two 
speeches were along financial 
lines. 
His declaration that there must be no 
hesitation about making silver the is­ 
sue in the coming state elections and 
in the next campaign was heartily in­ 
dorsed by the convention. 
Bryan, in 
his afternoon speech, all but declared 
tor Williams for the tail of the ticket. 
After eulogizing the Boston advocate 
of bimetallism, he said: “The east and 
the west will be linked in the contest 
of 1900.** 
In his night speech Bryan made ref­ 
erence to the labor situation. He said 
he 
had 
refrained from making any 
comment on the policy of the adminis­ 
tration because he would not wish to 
say anything that might add to the 
burden of those intrusted with the ad­ 
ministration of government. They no 
doubt had information in reference to 
the diplomatic negotiations which oth­ 
ers did. not possess.. 
He paid a tribute to Consul General 
Ins. , It could no longer be said, he 
declared, that any democrat was hos­ 
tile to the flag. At last the civil war 
wae over; it was demonstrated that 
whenever it was necessary to fight the 
American people would fight as one na­ 
tion. 
Chairman Tow ne of the national sil- 
Yer committee, who was among the 
speakers, said the free-silver forces, 
united for the contest of 1900, had al­ 
ready nominated Bryan as the candi­ 
date. 
The resolutions were submitted by 
Samuel E. Mores of this city, ex-con- 
sul-general to Paris. They are as fol­ 
lows: 
“That we regard the financial ques­ 
tion as the paramount political issue 
of the day, and hereby pledge ourselves 
to continue the battle for bimetallism 
until the free and unlimited coinage of 
both silver and gold at the present 
legal ration of 16 to I with full legal 
tender quality is secured, without wait­ 
ing for the consent or co-operation of 
any other nation. 
“We are unalterably opposed to the 
single gold standard and the so-called 
reform of the Indianapolis monetary 
convention and all kindred projects. 
“We believe that congress alone has 
power to coin and issue money, and 
that this power should not be dele­ 
gated to individuals or corporations; 
that the power to control and regu­ 
late a paper currency is inseparable 
from the power to coin money, and 
that all currency intended to circulate 
as money should be issued and its vol­ 
ume controlled by the general govern­ 
ment only. 
“We invite the co-operation of all 
persons who believe that the financial 
question is the paramount political is­ 
sue, and urge that all other domestic 
questions be held in abeyance until 
the principles enumerated in the fore­ 
going resolutions shall be embodied 
into law.

TO PRESERVE PEACE.

Washington, April 8.—The repro* 
•entatives of the six powers of Europe 
seeking to avert war between Spain and 
the United States called on President 
McKinley Wednesday. 
The govern* 
ments of Great Britain, France, Ger­ 
many, Austria, Russia and Italy were 
represented. Sir Julian Pauncefote, aa 
representative of the powers, present­ 
ed the following: 
“The undersigned, representatives of 
Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, 
France, 
Great Britain, Italy and Russia, duly 
authorized in that behalf, address in 
the name of their respective govern­ 
ments a pressing appeal to the feel­ 
ings of humanity and moderation of the 
president and of the American people 
in 
their 
existing 
differences 
with 
Spain. They earnestly hope that fur­ 
ther negotiations will lead to an agree­ 
ment which, while securing the main­ 
tenance of peace, will afford all neces­ 
sary guarantees for the re-establish­ 
ment of order in Cuba. 
“The powers do not doubt that the 
humanitarian and purely disinterested 
character of this representation will be 
fully recognized and appreciated by the 
American nation.” 
President McKinley replied as fol­ 
lows: 
“The government of the 
United 
States recognizes the good will which 
has prompted the friendly communi­ 
cation of the representatives of Ger­ 
many, Austria-Hungary, France, Great 
Britain, Italy and Russia, as set forth 
In the address of your excellencies, and 
shares the hope therein expressed that 
the outcome of the situation in Cuba 
may be the maintenance of peace be­ 
tween the United States and Spain by 
affording the necessary guarantees for 
the re-establishment of order in the 
island, so terminating the chronic con­ 
dition of disturbance there which so 
deeply injures the interests and men­ 
aces the tranquility of the American 
nation by the character and conse­ 
quences of the struggle thus kept up 
at our doors, besides shocking its sen­ 
timent of humanity. 
“The government 
of the United 
States appreciates the humanitarian 
and disinterested character of the com­ 
munication now made on behalf of the 
powers named, and for its part is con­ 
fident that equal appreciation will be 
shown for its own earnest and unselfish 
endeavors to fulfill a duty to humanity 
by ending a situation, the indefinite 
prolongation of which has become in­ 
sufferable.”

ceived. He says the committee is cer­ 
tain th at this strength can be greatly 
increased. 
No action will be taken, however, 
Mr. Lorimer says, to draft a resolution 
for the approval of the conference this 
week, as the republicans of the house 
are convinced that congress will hear 
from the president on Monday, and 
that the message will be satisfactory.

piece of the administration, in which 
he declared in substance for war.

No Railway Tax Law, No War Appro­ 
priation, Is His Platform. 
Lansing, Mich., April 8 —The discus­ 
sion of the Pingree railroad-tax bill 
in the senate Thursday caused excite­ 
ment. Gov. Pingree, who was on the 
floor, was denounced as the “prince of 
demagogues” by Senator Thompson, 
who, in turn, was attacked by Senator 
Moore, the Pingree leader. 
The bill was amended so as to in­ 
crease the membership of the board of 
assessors from three to five, and so as 
to bring electric 
railway 
companies 
w ithin 
its 
provision. 
The 
latter 
amendment will, it is believed, result 
in the defeat of the bill, a majority be­ 
ing against it. 
If the bill is defeated in the senate 
the legislature will have no chance to 
make a war appropriation.

Madrid, April 8.—The cabinet min­ 
isters at their meeting last evening de­ 
cided to appoint a committee to or­ 
ganize and superintend the national 
subscription to increase the strength of 
the fleet. A semi-official note issued 
after the adjournment says: 
“The cabinet considered every aspect 
of the situation on the information of 
the foreign and colonial ministers and 
especially in the light of the reports of 
the ministers of war and marine. The 
outcome of the deliberations was the 
adhesion of the government to all its 
previous decisions 
without modifica­

ment, there was much excitement and 
bellicose talk in the city. A general 
rumor was current that the

States government had presented an 
ultimatum to the government of Spain 
demanding that the latter, within six 
hours, should modify the note present­ 
ed as a result of the last conference. 
This rumor is in no way confirmed by 
those who are acquainted with the 
facta in the case, but it found credence 
throughout Madrid.
